CEMENT PUNT 


Guthrie, Ok., 
Sept. 
24.-C laiming 
that the state board of equalization, 
in ordering a fiat raise of all proper- 
ty \alues in the state over $400,000,- 
000, did not adjust and equalize val­ 
ues but instead forced an assessment 
and thereby usurped the powers of 
the city and township assessors of 
the state, Attorney C. G. Horner of 
Guthrie has filed an action with the 
state Board of equalization, expecting 
to eventually reach the state supreme 
court with the case, a test action. 
The action is brought in the name 
of Joseph W. McNeal of Guthrie. Mr. 
Horner shows that the total assessed 
valuation of the state for the present 
year, as returned by the Assessors of 
each county, amounted in round num­ 
bers to 1 179,Oho,OOO. He shows that 
an order of the state board of equal­ 
ization raised the valuation to It, 0 7 5,. 
000,000 or an increase of practically 
$300,000,000. He alleges, too, that the 
raise made by the state board in the 
values of the property of public ser­ 
vice corporations when added to the 
other increase, will make the total in­ 
creased assessed 
valuation 
of 
the 


state $400,000,000 in round numbers. 
The state board of equalization, Mr 
1 tonier argues, must “equalize” val­ 
ues and cannot raise the total assess- 
e 
valuation as returned by the var­ 
ious counties. The $799,000,000 total 
et timed by the counties, must remain 
the maximum valuation for the year 
it assessed. The 
state 
board 
may 
equalize the values of property among 
the various counties, but cannot raise 
tie grand total in the state. 
It 
is 
shown that the board, by its order, 
aised the real estate in some count- 
,es m 
cent over and above local 
assessments. The point is made that 
the raises by the state board were 
without jurisdiction and were con­ 
trary to law. 
He admits the 
state 
oard may adjust any inequalities in 
assessed valuations 
throughout 
the 
state by comparing them and then 
raising some and lowering others, but 
at the same time keeping the total 
amount within the sum of the figures 
returned by the local assessor. 
It is alleged that in making a flat 
or general raise throughout the state 
the state board was in effect assess­ 
ing property in the 
state 
and 
not 
equalizing values, and that as a re­ 
sult great and irreparable injury had 
been done the petitioner in this case 
and other 
taxpayers 
in 
the 
state 
Horner argues that the law contem­ 
plates that assessments shall be made 
by persons in the locality where prop­ 
er is situated and who ei her know 
or have an opportunity to be familiar 
with the values of property assessed 
and to be, also, within the influence 
of local conditions operating to keep 
taxes within the bounds of reasonable

I VIEW OF IHE 
SENATORIAL FICHT 


Oklahoma City,—As the 
time 
for 
making primary 
nominations 
of 
a 
democratic candidate for the United 
States senate to succeed 'Senator 'Rob 
ert L. Owen approaches, interest in 
the coming political battle increases. 
The nomination of a democratic can 
didate for the I nited States senate in 
Oklahoma is almost equivalent to his 
election, as the democratic majority 
in the state is sufficiently large to 
make it reasonably certain that the 
d?mocrats will control the legisla­ 
ture which will elect the next sena­ 
tor in accordance with the wishes of 
a majority of the party expressed at 
the primary. 
The 
primary election 
will be held in .August next year and 
it is expected that the candidates will 
announce themselves not later than 
the beginning of the coming year. 
One of the principal topics of dis­ 
cussion is whether or not a three- 
cornered fight will be made. Senator 
Owen* and Former Governor C. 'N. 
Haskell are avowed candidates. Jus­ 
tice Robert L. Williams of the state 
supreme court generally 
has 
been 
considered a candidate. Information 
however, has come to hand during 
the past week from reliable sources 
that Williams has decided to stay 
out of the race and to become a can­ 
didate for governor in 1914. A three- 
cornered fight between those men is 
what the democratic politicians would 
like to see, as they declare that a 
battle between these leaders would 
be the most spectacular 
ever 
wit­ 
nessed in the history 
of 
Oklahoma 
politics. 
William*! Holds Back. 
Friends of Justice Williams contend 
that if he would enter the contest 
and assume the local option view he 
would divide the prohibition strength 
between Haskell and Owen and stand 
a good chance to win. They declare 
that Williams is as popular with the 
farming and laboring element as Has­ 
kell, is almost his equal as a cam­ 
paigner and especially is popular on 
the east side of the state, where Has­ 
kell and Owen also are strong. They 
point out that Williams has written 
some of the most popular decisions 
of the supreme court including a 
number affecting Indian lands on the 
east side of the state, and the bank 
guaranty and capital decisions. (For 
some reason, however, Justice Wil­ 
liam’s modesty forbids his accepting 
fully this view of his strength, ac­ 
cording to recent statements of some 
of his close friends, who say that he 
is inclined now to stay out of the 
contest. 
The statement comes from a re­ 
liable source that Former Governor

AVIATOR KILLED AT 
TROY, NEW YORK 
Troy, 'N. Y., Sept. 22.—Forced into 
the air by the jeers of thousands who 
called him a coward, 'Frank H. Miller, 
aged 23, a Toledo aviator, took flight j 
at twilight this evening and at the r 
height of 200 feet 
was 
burned 
to - 
death before the eyes of the terrified 
spectators on the Miami county fair 
grounds here. 
Miller had circled the race track 
and was just starting on 
a 
spiral 
glide when it was seen that some­ 
thing was 
wrong. 
The 
bird 
man 
could be seen frantically attemDtine 
to get his 
machine 
under 
control, 
when suddenly the whirrine of the 
nrepellers ceased. 
The 
craft 
then 
dropped like a shot for a distance of 
fifty feet, when a tiny blue flame was 
seen coming from the engine. An in­ 
stant later the gasoline tank explod­ 
ed. 
A large portion of the craft was 
torn away by the impact and hurled 
hundreds of feet in 
all 
directions 
•Meanwhile the remainder of the ma­ 
chine, with its driver, literally roast­ 
ed, was dropping rapidly to earth. It 
struck the ground with great vio­ 
lence. Miller’s already badly burned 
body was buried under the motor. 
When the body was pulled from unr 
der the wreckage 
Miller’s 
clothing 
was burned from his body and his 
face was almost unrecognizable. The 
framework of the machine was aflame 
when it struck the earth. Rapid work 
of rescuers saved the body of the 
aviator from total incineration.
